16 .—Official dispatches 
receiv ed here from Iloilo, isla nd of Pa- 
2iay, indicated tha t the na tiv es were 
disposed to be friendly, a lthough abso­ 
lutely opposed to the la nding of the 
I ’niter! Sta tes forces w ithout orders 
ironi Malolos, the seat of the so-called 
I* ilipino nationa l gov ernm ent. Some of 
the officials at Iloilo were not in accord 
with the rev olutiona ry gov ernm ent, but 
were w illing to accept an American pro­ 
tectorate and to go to sta te the case to 
Aguinaldo if furnished transportation 
by tl i e 
Americans. 
Tlie United Sta tes transports New- 
p(» rr, Arizona and Pennsylv a nia , with 
the Iv .gliteenth infa ntry, the Iowa bat­ 
talion, the Si.v th a rtillery and a detach- 
ne nt of the signa l corps, constituting 
li. iK'ral M iller’s expedition, wa s a n­ 
chored close to Guiiiiaras island, be­ 
tween Panay and Negros, where an ex­ 
cellent wa ter supply wa s obtainable. 
The nativ es, though 
indisposed pri- 
nia iily to furnish the Americans w ith 
fresh supiilie.s, iiua lly permitted the 
American officers to go ashore and fur- 
iiishcd them w ith an escort during the 
day time.

W a s h i n g t o n , .Tan. 16 .—It is the pur­ 
pose of Senator Da v is, in charge of the 
peace trea ty, to aga in ca ll it up as soon 
as It can be reached without displacing 
other measures which ta ke precedence 
under the existing orders of the senate. 
llie outlook ia a ga inst any serious 
consideration 
of 
the 
treaty before 
Thursday. 
The opponents of the treaty profess 
great coulidence in being able to defeat 
it, upon a v ote, and to believ e tha t the 
friends of the a greement will seek to 
postpone a v ote until next session. The 
Democratic opponents of the agreement 
ha v e held sev eral m eetings during the 
past week and those who hav e attended 
profess to be v ery hopeful concerning 
the outlook. 
They cla im 8 4 v otes in 
opposition, or three more than neces­ 
sary to defeat. 
They say they w ill be satisfied to 
hav e the treaty ratified prov iding an 
am endm ent is eugra tted upon it declar­ 
in g a ga inst the m aintenance of sov er­ 
eignty in the Philippiues, but the sup­ 
porters of the trea ty decline so far to 
gra nt a ny such concession. 
Some of 
then* indica te a w illingness to adopt a 
separate resolution to this end, and it is 
not impossible tha t this course may be 
pursued. 
The supporters of the treaty 
do not cla im to be in the least disturbed 
ov er the outlook. 
They count upon 
considerable dela y in securing action, 
but still hold to their cuuteiitiou that 
the trea ty wdll be ratified just as it 
cam e to tiie seuate.

The New York-San Francisco fast 
mail train arrived at San Francisco on 
the night of Jan. 5 at 8 :45, on time to 
the second, having accomplished the 
distance from ocean to ocean in 95 
hours, strictly according to schedule, 
and having clipped off 13 honrs from 
the previous mail train schedule. 
Tho postoffice department at Wash­ 
ington has made a New Year’s x>resent 
to tile American people of a daily mail 
service between New York and San 
Francisco, with a running schedule of 
95 hours. The first train left New York 
on the night of Jan. I at 9:15 p. rn. 
over the New York Central railroad 
The running time is one hour less than 
four days. 
It beats the previous mail 
train record by 13 hours. The letters of 
sweethearts and mothers to the soldiers 
in Hawaii and the Philippines can 
reach them 13 hours earlier. 
The east 
and the west have been brought nearer 
together by more than half a day. The 
feat is the most brilliant in railroad 
history. 
The interest of the country has been 
riveted to the daily train races between 
three railroads running from Chicago to 
Omaha — the 
Burlington 
road, the 
Northwestern road and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. The success of 
the attem pt to reduce the schedule large­ 
ly depended npon the time made by these 
roads. 
Furthermore, these companies 
struggled for a prize of $750,000 year­ 
ly, which is the value of the govern­ 
ment mail contract. 
Upon the request 
of the postal department the connecting 
roads between New York and San Fran­ 
cisco made lip the now schedule, which 
went into effect Jan. I, when the first 
train was started. 
At 9:15 o’clock on Sunday night, the 
first day of the year 1899, a great en­ 
gine of the New York Central puffed 
hoarsely, steam hissed shrilly from the 
cylinders, the glistening pistons moved 
slowly in their grooves, the giant driv­ 
ing wheels turned lazily, and as if loath 
to leave such a snug resting place as 
the Grand Central depot a mail train 
rumbled from under the shed aud was 
quickly lost in the darkness of the tun­ 
nel. 
Two mail cars were loaded with 
I 
messages and postal miscellany, some ! 
of which was to be in San Francisco, I 
8,000 miles away, within 95 hours. 
The New York Central had the honor 
of beginning the phenomenal mail car- j 
rying trip across the continent. 
The I 
train was due in Buffalo, 416 miles I 
away, at 8:IO the next morning. Usual- i 
ly this is as nothing to the New York j 
Central. 
But snow had fallen and the ! 
train was delayed by blocked traffic. It 
was half an hour late at Albany. Time I 
was steadily gained all the way from I 
there to Buffalo, which was reached, I 
however, ten minutes late. 
The new schedule put on by the New 
York Central reduced the running time 
by an hour and 15 minutes, which is 
its contribution to the sea to sea mail 
record. 
‘‘Our mail train ,” said Superintend­ 
ent Edgar Van Etten of the New York 
Central the other day, ‘‘will leave every 
night at 9:15 and will make Buffalo at 
8:10 the next morning. 
This is easy 
for us. 
You know our Empire State 
express every day makes 53 miles an 
hour, including stops, aud we think 
nothing of it. 
The new schedule is not 
the slightest strain upon us. ” 
A crowd of railroad officials cheered 
iii tho noisy Buffalo depot when, at 
8:24 a. rn., the fast mail train swung 
out on the tracks of the Lakeshore and 
Michigan railroad. Two more mail cars 
had been attached to the train, which 
now comprised four cars. 
Engine No. 
116. a magnificent modern piece of ma­ 
chinery. was quickly in motion. 
Five 
hundred and thirty-nine miles to the 
westward was tin* city of Chicago, and 
there three other great engines stood 
with banked fires and shining sid es, 
aw aiting tile arrival of their fleet col­ 
league. 
From Buffalo to Cleveland the time 
made was the fastest on record. 
The 
213 miles was made iii 3 hours and 13 
minutes. It is 97 miles from Cleveland 
to Erie. The distance was covered in 93 
minutes. 
Through western Ohio the 
fast mail sped, and when the plains of 
Indiana were reached the engineer said 
he was on ‘‘Easy street. ” As he neared 
Chicago he was on strict schedule and 
leaning back lazily as he watched the 
fireman at his back breaking labor. He 
was clipping off the schedule rate of 42 
miles an hour and was happy. At 8 :28 
p. rn., central time, two minutes ahead 
of time, the mail train rolled into the 
Van Buren street station. 
At Chicago the race against time be­ 
came a competition. 
Three great rail­ 
roads had determined to strive for the 
honor and the money of carrying the 
mail during the year to and from Chi­ 
cago and Omaha. 
These railroads were the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, tho Chicago 


and Northwestern and tne Chicago, 
Milwaukee and S t Paul. 
Each com­ 
pany had selected its most powerful, 
newest and fastest engine. 
Each had j 
provided its best rolling stock. 
Each > 
had gathered crews, the boldest and j 
coolest. The race had been talked of for I 
weeks, from president down to the man 
that threw black grease into the journal j 
boxes. 
Bets were made 
and where 
there were no bets there was heated ar­ 
gument. 
Several hundred men waited Monday 
night. Jan. 2, for the arrival of the 
Lakeshore train, due at 8 :30. When it 
arrived two minutes before that time. 
a score of trucks were waiting. W ithin 
ten seconds mail sacks were flying out 
of the car doors as if shot out by an ex­ 
plosion. 
One minute after the arrival 
of the train the first wagon whirled to­ 
ward the Union depot, where the Bur­ 
lington fast mail train stood waiting. 
At the head of it was engine No. 590, 
in charge of Engineer Frank Bullard. 
W ithin half an hour all the mail con­ 
signed to his train had been put aboard 
He was scheduled to leave at 9i30p. 
rn., central time. 
He had been tipped, 
however, to go sooner. At 9:24 he pull­ 
ed the throttle, smiled grimly at the 
yelling crowd, and before the last car 
had left the yard had his train under a 
30 mile an hour headway. 
Tile train of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul did not leave until IO 
o’clock. 
The train sped tD its destina­ 
tion and arrived in St. Paul at 7 .55 
o’clock the next morning on schedule 
time. There its mail was transferred to 
the Northern Pacific fast mail, which 
left for Seattle at 9 o’clock. 
But the 
race was chiefly between the Burling­ 
ton aud the Chicago and Northwestern, 
and the trains of these two railroads 
furnished a royal race through the 
night. The Burlington’s train was well 
on its way. The officials of the Chicago 
and Northwestern fixed their train ’s 
time of leaving at IO o’clock, and as 
they waited in the depot they were not 
one whit disturbed that the Burling­ 
ton’s train had left 36 minutes before. 
The Northwestern’s train was made 
up of an engine, an express car and two 
mail cars. Engine No. 908 had been se­ 
lected to make the first run, and this 
engine the sturdy driver referred to as 
“ an ahead of time locomotive of estab­ 
lished reputation. ” The train left the 
Northwestern depot half a minute ahead 
of time. Tracks were cleared and relay 
engines were so placed that at Clinton, 
Cedar Rapids and Boone changes were 
effected with new crews with less than 
two minutes’ loss of time. 
From Lon- 
dun to Boone a speed of 90 miles an 
hour was maintained, and an averaged 
time, including stops, was made from 
Chicago to Boone, 850 miles, of a mile 
a minute. 
The Burlington gained on its sched­ 
ule. 
The Northwestern gained on the 
Burlington. 
This was kept nj) in the 
early hours of Tuesday morning, Jan. 
3, until it seemed that the lead of the 
Burlington would be overcome. But the 
steeples of Omaha hove in sight soon 
after !S <> clock, and at 8 :22 the Burling­ 
ton’s train reached the Union Pacific 
transfer, at Council Bluffs, opposite 
Omaha. 
The 
N ort Ii western's 
train 
swept up to the same point at 9 :43. 
I his was 17 minutes ahead of its own 
schedule. The Burlington had won the 
race, but the Northwestern had gained 
nine minutes on its rival and had made 
the best time, covering the 492 miles 
with 18 stops iii 9 hours and 58 minutes. 
The mail which left New York at 
9:15 on the night of Jan. I was trans­ 
feral! to the I Ilion Pacific’s fast mail 
in Omaha at 8:30 a. in. on Jan. 3, and 
at that hour began its journey by the 
“ overland route” to 
Ogden. 
Utah. 
1.032 miles away. 
It was hauled by 
one of the standard engines of the “ 800 
class, "whose cylinders are 18 by 26 
inches and whose eight driving wheels 
are 61* inches in diameter. 
The train 
consisted of three mail cars, the ordinary 
baggage train and a tourist sleeper. 
Tile hauling of the mail on this train 
va as in itself a gain of seveu hours arid 
4.> minutes over previous time, as it 
has heretofore been carried by a train 
leaving Omaha at 4:35 p. m.

The New York-San Francisco fast 
mail train arrived at San Francisco on 
the night of Jan. 5 at 8:45, on time to 
tho second, having accomplished the 
distance from ocean to ocean in 95 
hours, strictly according to schedule, 
and having clipped off 13 honrs from 
the previous mail train schedule. 
Tho postoffice department at Wash­ 
ington has made a New Year’s present 
to the American people of a daily mail 
service between New York and San 
Francisco, with a running schedule of 
95 hours. The first train left New York 
on the night of Jan. I at 9:15 p. rn. 
over the New York Central railroad. 
The running time is one hour less than 
four days. 
It beats the previous mail 
train record by 13 hours. The letters of 
sweethearts and mothers to the soldiers 
in Hawaii and the Philippines can 
reach them 13 hours earlier. 
The east 
and tho west have been brought nearer 
together by more than half a day. The 
feat is the most brilliant in railroad 
history. 
The interest of the country has been 
riveted to the daily train races between 
three railroads running from Chicago to 
Omaha — the 
Burlington 
road, the 
Northwestern road and tho Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. The success of 
the attem pt to reduce the schedule large­ 
ly depended npon the time made by these 
roads. 
Furthermore, these companies 
struggled for a prize of $750,000 year­ 
ly, which is the value of the govern­ 
ment mail contract. 
Upon the request 
of the postal department the connecting 
roads between New York and Sun Fran­ 
cisco made up the new schedule, which 
went into effect Jan. I, when the first 
train was started. 
At 9:15 o’clock on Sunday night, the 
first day of the year 1899, a great en­ 
gine of the New York Central puffed 
hoarsely, steam hissed shrilly from the 
cylinders, the glistening pistons moved 
slowly in their grooves, the giant driv­ 
ing wheels turned lazily, and us if loath 
to leavo such a snug resting place as 
the Grand Central depot a mail train 
rumbled from under the shed and was 
quickly lost iii the darkness of the tun­ 
nel. 
Two mail cars were loaded with 
messages and postal miscellany, some 
of which was to be in San Francisco. 
8,000 miles away, within 95 hours. 
The New York Central had the honor 
of beginning tile phenomenal mail car­ 
rying trip across the continent. 
The 
train was due in Buffalo, 416 miles J 
away, at 8:10 the next morning. Usual­ 
ly this is as nothing to the New York j 
Central. 
But snow had fallen and the ‘ 
train was delayed by blocked traffic. It 
was half an hour late at Albany. Time ! 
was steadily gained all the way from 
there to Buffalo, which was reached, 
however, ten minutes late. 
The new schedule put on by the New j 
York Central reduced the running time ! 
by an hour anil 15 minutes, which is I 
its contribution to the sea to sea mail 
record. 
“ Our mail train ,” said Superintend­ 
ent Edgar Van Etten of the New York 
Central the other day, ‘‘will leave every 
night at 9:15 and will make Buffalo at 
8:10 the next morning. 
This is easy 
for us. 
Yon know our Empire State 
express every day makes 53 miles an 
hour, including stops, aud we think 
nothing of it. 
The new schedule is not 
the slightest strain upon us. ” 
A crowd of railroad officials cheered 
in the noisy Buffalo depot when, at 
8:24 a. rn., the fast mail train swung 
out on the tracks of the Lakeshore and 
I Michigan railroad. Two more mail cars 
I had been attached to the train, which 
now comprised four cars. 
Engine No. 
I KL a magnificent modern piece of ma­ 
chinery. was quickly in motion. 
Five 
hundred and thirty-nine miles to the 
westward was the city of Chicago, and 
there three other great engines stood 
with banked fires and shining sides 
aw aiting the arrival of their fleet col 
league. 
From Buffalo to Cleveland the time 
made was the fastest on record. 
The 
213 miles was made in 3 hours and 13 
minutes. It is 97 miles from Cleveland 
to Erie. The distance was covered in 93 
minutes. 
Through western Ohio the j 
fast mail sped, and when the plains of j 
Indiana were reached the engineer said 
he was on “ Easy street. ” As he neared 
Chicago he was on strict schedule and i 
leaning back lazily as he watched the ! 
fireman at his back breaking labor. He 
was clipping off the schedule rate of 42 
miles an hour and was happy 
At 8 :28 
p. rn., central time, two minutes ahead 
of time, the mail train rolled into the 
Van Buren street station. 
At Chicago the race against time be­ 
came a competition. 
Three great rail­ 
roads had determined to strive for the 
honor and the money of carrying the 
mail during tho year to and from Chi­ 
cago and Omaha 
These railroads wTere the Chicago, 
Burlington aud Quincy, the Chicago 


and Northwestern and too unicago. 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
Each com­ 
pany had selected its most powerful, 
newest and fastest engine. 
Each had 
provided its best rolling stock. 
Each 
had gathered crews, the boldest and 
coolest The race had l>een talked of for 
weeks, from president down to the man 
that threw black grease into the journal 
boxes. 
Bets were made 
and where 
there were no bets there was heated ar­ 
gument. 
Several hundred men waited Monday 
night. Jan. 2, for the arrival of the 
Lakeshore train, due at 8:30. When it 
arrived two minutes before that time. 
a score of trucks were waiting. Within 
ten seconds mail sacks were flying out 
of the car doors as if shot out by an ex­ 
plosion. One minute after the arrival 
of the train the first, wagon whirled to­ 
ward the Union depot, where the Bur­ 
lington fast mail train stood waiting. 
At the head of it was engine No. 590, 
in charge of Engineer Frank Bullard. 
W ithin half an hour all the mail con­ 
signed to his train had been put aboard 
He was scheduled to leave at 9;80p 
in., central time. 
He had been tipped, 
however, to go sooner. At 9:24 In* pull­ 
ed the throttle, smiled grimly at the 
yelling crowd, and before the last car 
hail left the yard had his train under a 
80 mile an hour headway. 
The train of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul did not leave until IO 
o’clock. 
The train sped to its destina­ 
tion and arrived in St. Paul at 7 :55 
o'clock the next morning on schedule 
time. There its mail was transferred to 
the Northern Pacific fast mail, which 
left for Seattle at 9 o’clock. 
But the 
race was chiefly between the Burling­ 
ton aud the Chicago and Northwestern, 
and the trains of these two railroads 
furnished a royal race through the 
night. The Burlington’s train was well 
on its way. The officials of the Chicago 
and Northwestern fixed their train’s 
time of leaving at IO o’clock, and as 
they waited in the depot they were not 
one whit disturbed that the Burling­ 
ton’s train had left 36 minutes before. 
The Northwestern’s train was made 
up of an engine, an express car and two 
mail cars. Engine No. 908 had been se­ 
lected to make the first mn, and this 
engine the sturdy driver referred to as 
“ an ahead of time locomotive of estab­ 
lished reputation.’’ The train left the 
North western depot half a minute ahead 
of time. Tracks were cleared and relay 
engines were so placed that at Clinton. 
Cedar Rapids and Boone changes were 
effected with new crews with less than 
two minutes’ loss of time. 
From Lon­ 
don to Boone a speed of 90 miles an 
hour was maintained, and an averaged 
time, including stops, was made from 
Chicago to Boone, 850 miles, of a mile 
a minute. 
The Burlington gained on its sched­ 
ule. 
The Northwestern gained on the 
Burlington. 
This was kept up in the 
early hours of Tuesday morning, Jan. 
8, until it seemed that the lead of the 
Burlington would be overcome. But the 
steeples of Omaha hove in sight soon 
after 8 o’clock, and at 8 22 the Burling­ 
ton’s train readied the Union Pacific 
transfer, at Council Bluffs, opposite 
Omaha. 
The 
Northwestern’s 
train 
swept up to the same point at 9:43. • 
This was 17 minutes ahead of its own 
schedule. The Burlington had won the 
race, but the Northwestern had gained 
nine minutes on its rival and had made 
the best time, covering the 492 miles 
with 18 stops in 9 hours and 58 minutes. 
The mail which left New York at 
9:15 on the night of Jan. I was trans­ 
ferred to the Union Pacific’s fast mail 
in Omaha at 8:30 a. in. on Jan. 3, and 
at that hour began its journey by the 
“ overland route” to 
Ogden, 
Utah. 
1.032 miles away. 
It was hauled by 
one of the standard engines of the “ 800 
j class, ” whose cylinders are 18 by 26 
I inches and whose eight driving wheels 
are 69 inches in diameter. 
The train 
consisted of three mail cars, the ordinary 
baggage train and a tourist sleeper. 
The hauling of the mail on this train 
was in itself a gain of seven hours and 
4.» minutes over previous time, as it 
has heretofore been carried by a train 
l(',i\ing Omaha at 4 :3t> p. ni. 
From 
Omaha to Cheyenne. Wy., tho run 
was made on schedule time, the latter 
place being reached at 10:25 p. in. 
Tuesday, Jan. 3. 
The engineers of the various engines 
knew their business and over the wild 
mountain passes of the Rockies never 
labeled in their duty. 
The long run 
from Cheyenne to Ogden was made also 
un time, and the mail reached the Utah 
city \\ ediicsday afternoon, at I :45 p. 
rn., central time 
At Grainger, 875 
miles from (hnaha, the car bearing the 
mail for Portland and other Oregon and 
VV ashington points was turned over to 
the Oregon Short line and reached 
Portland Wednesday, Jan. 4, at 5 p 
rn., Pacific time. At 1 :10 p. m . ( Pacific 
time, Wednesday, the San Francisco 
mail was delivered over to the South­ 
ern Pacific at Ogden. 
At 5:10 p. rn., 
Pacific time. Jan. 4, the train, on 
schedule time, left Sacramento, Cal 
for the final run into San Francisco.— 
New York Journal.

The “ policing ” of our new posses­ 
sions is a m atter that the gov ernment 
is aware must be arrangtHl without de­ 
lay . 
Much apprehension has Ihh'Ii felt

There wdll be no sa fety in the islands of 
the orient tha t are to be brought to a 
higher lev el of civ iliza tion until these 
fanatics are staiiqied out. That much is 
realized in W ashington. 
How best to 
begin to do it is the problem, for the 
J nramentados are as secret in their 
mov ements as nihilist.s, as sudden and 
terrible in their murderous onslaughts 
as the dreaded thugs of India. an<l as to 
be killed after ha v ing killed is tlu* ludght 
of their ambition it is impos.sible to cow 
them by threats of death or by execu­ 
tions. 
The Spaniards hav e hud ri'ason to 
dread 
the J nramentados. 
Countless 
grav es in the Philippines are occupied 
by the v ictim s of the kniv es of these 
terrible assassins. They originated, like 
many another ev il in those islands, 
through the cruelty of the Spaniards. 
Being unable to driv e from the Philip- 
pim>8 the Spanish slav e driv ers, certain 
of the nativ es, who were sm arting un­ 
der the WTongs inflicted on them by the 
inv aders, bound themselv es into a soci­ 
ety whose oath compelled them to kill 
Christians and to kill as many as the 
knife could reach. 
The sect is thoroughly organized. 
They hav e their priests, known as pan- 
ditas, and they are regnlarly drilled 
and trained to murder vs’heii the oppor­ 
tunity comes. 
In order that they may 
be a ctiv e murderers, able to i>v ercome 
the opposition of any one wdio resists 
their attack, they are made to exercise, 
to fight w ith blunted weapons, to run. 
jump, climb, swim and div e, and. in 
Fact, to go through all the gy m na stic 
tra ining that w ill fit them for the work 
of sla y ing sw iftly and, if possible, es­ 
caping before a hue and cry is raised. 
After a course of training, a memlMT 
of the sect graduates as tit for the work 
of murder. 
He is then informed by the 
priests tha t the wa y to paradise lies for 
him through the blood of the whit© 
men. 
His im a gina tion is worked upon 
until he is in a sta te bordering on fren­ 
zy . and then he is told to throw off all 
his clothes except the breechcloth, a 
long knife is thrust into his hand, and 
he is sent forth to murder. 
Better for the people in tha t v icinity 
that the fiercest of tig ers or the most 
merciless of wild boasts were on their 
track than this fiend. 
H is course has 
been maiipod out for him before he 
leav es the priest. 
W ith a deadly creese 
concealed beneath the folds of 
his 
brectchcloth. he steals into camp in the 
dead of nig ht, crawls silently under the 
rtap of the tent and driv es his w’eajion 
home Ixdore tlie v ictim can ntter a 
sound. From tent to tent he goes, leav ­ 
ing the a w ful trail of blood behind him, 
until a slii) of the knife or a false step 
enables the v ictim to cry out or in 
some way warn the camp.

com binations fellow so rapidly during 
the split ting up of these pyrites that 
the finest instruments and ttsts known 
to chemistry have us yet been unable to 
settle this part of tho question to the 
satisfaction of ail concerned, this fact 
showing how easy it is to put in a m ill 
that will not save the values.

to make sp eech; yet it has imp rov ed 
wonderfu lly on its sav age ancestor. The 
monkey, on the other hand, has nev er 
brou ght forth su ccessiv e generations in 
cap tiv ity, yet it has its hu m an v ocal 
organs ready made.

ferent sp ecies do not, like the mu le, 
p rodu ce yo u n g ; why m any wild anim als 
refu se to breed in cap tiv ity. 
Mu ch attention will be giv en in the 
exp erim ent station to the night flying 
anim als and birds of w hich so little is 
known. 
A regu lar bat loft w ill 
be 
m aintained, and the little anim als will 
be allowed to come and go at will, bu t 
they w ill be closely watched. 
There 
w ill be no trou ble in establishing the 
bats in the loft. It seems th a t it is only 
neoessary to keep bats in a loft for sev ­ 
eral days u ntil the odor of the anim als 
p ermeates the p lace.

Conklin, who has been instrumental in 
establishing au animal experiment eta 
tion for the University of Pennsylvania, 
there is no apparent reason why mon­ 
keys should not he induced to talk in 
some civilized language; just which one 
is not decided. 
It would be out of the 
question to have a dog speak, for his 
vocal organs are not of the proper shape 
to make speech; yet it has improved 
wonderfully on its savage ancestor. The 
monkey, on the other hand, has never 
brought forth successive generations in 
captivity, yet it has its human vocal 
organs ready made. 
The question re­ 
mains then, W hat would he the u lti­ 
mate effect of environment? Would it 
speak finally? Without being too Gar- 
neresque, it is the opinion of many 
scientists that it would. 
All this comes under the head of cora 
parative psychology, and by means of 
it Professor Conklin and his confreres 
hope to trace to their origin the many 
curious habits which domestic animals 
still retain. Why, for instance, does the 
dog turn round in a circle when about 
to lio down to sleep? It is said to be a 
remnant of the days when he slept wild 
in leaves and tall grass. Perhaps it is, 
but there may be another reason behind 
it. 
Why do pointers point naturally? 
Why is the poodle more capable of dog 
tricks than the Spitz dog, and so on? 
This and many other unexplainable ac­ 
tions of domestic animals we may soon 
know all about. 
We may know w hy it 
is that thero is a penalty of nonproduc­ 
tion hanging over the heads cf hybrids; 
why the young animals of two dif 
ferent species do not, like tho mule, 
b u t no trace of them has yet been dis- 
produce young ; w hy many wild animals 
covered.

CONSUMPTION OF COFFEE. 


T h e U n ited S ta te * L ead* A ll O ther* 
In t h e Q u a n tity Cued. 
More coffee aud less tea, or a substi­ 
tution of coffee for tea, seems to be the 
rule w ith the American people just 
now. The figures of the treasury bureau 
of statistics show that the coffee im ­ 
portation of the past year has been the 
heaviest in the history of the country 
and the tea importation the lightest in 
many years. 
The importation of coffee 
in the calendar year 1697 was over 800,- 
000,000 pounds, and the 1898 figures 
w ill be about the same as those of 1897 
In no earlier year were the importations 
ever as much as 700,000,000 pounds 
This is a larger amount of coffee for 
each individual than was ever before 
consumed in the country, the per capita 
consumption being about l l pounds an 
nu ally, while no earlier year showed a 
3er capita consumption of as much as 
ten pounds. 
Reduced to tons, the total for the 
year 1898 would be 400,000 tons, re­ 
quiring for its transportation 27,000 
cars, which, if grouped in a single 
train, would nearly reach from New 
York to Baltimore. 
The United States 
is by far the largest coffee consuming 
country in the world, our own con­ 
sumption being nearly double that of 
all Europe, and practically half of the i 
coffee produced in the world. 
In only 
two countries-- Holland and Denmark 
—is the per capita consumption larger 
than that of the United States, that of; 
Holland being 23 pounds per capita and 
of Denmark 15 pounds, 
against 
ll , 
pounds i>er capita in the United States. 
5,J4 pounds in Germany, 3 Ai in France, 
and less than I pound per capita in 
Great Britain. 
Tea importations, as already indicat­ 
ed, w ill be unusually light during the 
year just ended, and the withdrawal 
of tea from warehouse for actual con- ; 
sumption w ill be very much less than 
the actual importations. 
The total im ­ 
portations of tea for the calendar year 
w ill be about 68,000,000 pounds, while J 
in past years they have ranged upward 
of 90. OOO, OOO, those of the fiscal year 
1897 being 113,000,000 pounds.

In 
Turkey no one is allowed to be a sol­ 
dier unless he is a Mohammedan. 
A 
Greek or an Armenian is not permitted 
to serve in the army nor to have any 
firearms in his possession. 
W hile the 
Armenians couldn’t be soldiers, Mr. 
Angell said, they developed a tremen­ 
dous natural gift for mechanical and 
mercantile pursuits. 
The natural consequence of the Ar­ 
menians devoting all their talents to 
business was that many of them grew 
rich. 
They held mortgages on 
land 
owned by the Turks, aud because as 
they grew rich the Turks grew poorer 
there was a feeling growing in Turkev 
akin to that feeling in Europe against 
the Jews. 
Mr. Angell said that the op­ 
pression from which the Armenians auf 
fered led a percentage of them to em i­ 
grate to another country, where many 
were 
converted 
to anarchism. 
The 
young men saw only in anarchy their 
deliverance from the oppression of the 
Kurds. Just previous to the massacre in 
Constantinople about 20 of these young 
men came to Constantinople imbued 
with the idea that they would relieve 
their countrymen by blowing up build­ 
ings and k illing people. They did blow 
up the foreign office and other buildings.

Mr. Angell said th a t the 
reverse was the fact. 
H e said th a t in 
T urkey the various religious o r g a n is t - 1 
tions practically had all of the freedom 
iii religions m a tte rs they could ask for, 
and in addition they had a m easure of 
civil governm ent 
th a t den om ination s 
have now here else. 
An A rm enian w ho dies leaves a w ill. 1 
T h a t w ill doesn’t go to any pro b ate' 
court of the em pire, but to the p atriarch s 
of the church, aud they ad m in iste r the 
estate. In various other m a tte rs of civil 
governm ent also the heads of these e c ­ 
clesiastical organizations have extensive 
powers. 
One of the results of th is was, 
Mr. A ngell said, th a t the population 
w as divided into m any societies. 
Each 
society kept m ore or less to itself, and 
because of th is th ere w ere n a tu ra lly a 
good deal of friction and a w a n t of 
unity. 
Of the A rm enians, he said th a t for 
IOO years they had been in subjugation, 
aud they hod acquired the ch a ra c teris­ 
tics of a servile people. 
They had been 
oppressed to an ex traord in ary degree by 
th e 
m ou n tain T u rk s or K urds, 
who 
would swoop dow n on th eir villages and 
carry aw ay th e ir property and often 
th e ir w ives and daughters. 
T h a t was 
one com plaint the A rm enians had, but 
there w as an o th er q uite as serious. 
Iu 
T u rkey no one is allow ed to be a sol­ 
dier unless he is a M oham m edan. 
A 
G reek or an A rm en ian is not perm itted 
to serve in th e arm y nor to have any 
firearm s in bis possession. 
W h ile the 
A rm enians c o u ld n ’t be soldiers, Mr. 
A ngell said, they developed a tre m e n ­ 
dous n atu ral g ift for m echanical and 
m ercantile pursuits. 
The n a tu ra l consequence of th e A r ­ 
m enians devoting all th eir talents to 
business w as th a t m an y of them grew 
rich. 
They held m ortgages on 
land 
owned by the T urks, and because as 
the T urks grew poorer 
there w as a feeling grow ing in T urkey 
akin to th a t feeling in Europe against 
the Jew s. 
Mr. A ngell said th a t the op 
pression from w hich the A rm enians auf 
fered led a percentage of them to e m i­ 
g rate to an o th er country, w here m any J 
w ere 
converted 
to anarchism . 
T he I 
young mon saw only in an arch y th e ir 
deliverance from the oppression of the 
K urds. J u s t previous to the m assacre in 
C onstantinople about 2 0 of these youug 
men cam e to C onstantinople im bued 
w ith the idea th a t they w ould relieve 
th eir countrym en by blow ing up b u ild ­ 
ings and k illin g people. They did blow 
up the foreign office and other buildings. 
T he O ttom an governm ent then Jet it 
be understood, 
Mr. A ngell said, th a t 
those who cured to could slay A m ie 
m an s and e.-cupe pu nishm ent, aud it 
came about the next day th a t the city 
was full of young Turks, each of w hom 
i carried a club. 
T hey w e n t thro ug h the 


I streets, aud w henever they m et an A r­ 
m enian they beat him to death. 
T his 
w ent on for th ree days. 
Mr. Angell 
said there could be no denying this. As I 
to th e n u m b e r of persons w ho were 
killed in th e city he said that conferva- i 
live estim ates placed it a t from 5,000 to I 
6,000.

The New York-San Francisco fast 
mail train arrived at San Francisco on 
the night of Jan. 5 at 8:45, on time to 
the second, having accomplished the 
distance from ocean to ocean in 95 
hours, strictly according to schedule, 
and having clipped off 18 honrs from 
the previous mail train schedule. 
The postoffice department at W ash­ 
ington has made a New Year’s present 
to the American people of a daily mail 
service between New York and San 
Francisco, with a running schedule of 
95 hours. The first train left New York 
on the night of Jan. I at 9:15 p. rn. 
over the New York Central railroad 
I he running time is one hour less than 
four days. 
It beats the previous mail 
train record by 18 uonrs. The letters of 
sweethearts and mothers to the soldiers 
in Hawaii and the Philippines can 
reach them 18 hours earlier. 
The east 
and the west have been brought nearer 
together by more than half a day. The 
feat is the most brilliant in railroad 
history. 
The interest of the country has been 
riveted to the daily train races between 
three railroads running from Chicago to 
Omaha — the 
Burlington 
road, the 
Northwestern road and the Chicago, 
M ilwaukee and St. Paul. The success of 
the attem pt to reduce the schedule large­ 
ly depended npon the tim e made by these 
roads. 
Furthermore, these companies 
struggled for a prize of $750,000 year­ 
ly, which is the value of the govern­ 
ment mail contract. 
Upon the request 
of the postal department the connecting 
roads between New York and San Fran­ 
cisco made up the now schedule, which 
went into effect Jan. I, when the first 
train was started. 
At 9:15 o’cloc k on Sunday night, the 
first day of the year 1899, a great en­ 
gine of the New York Central puffed 
hoarsely, steam hissed shrilly from the 
cylinders, the glistening pistons moved 
slowly in their grooves, the giant driv­ 
ing wheels turned lazily, and as if loath 
to leave such a snug resting place as 
the G rand Central dejxit a mail train 
rumbled from under the shed and was 
quickly lost iii the darkness of the tun­ 
nel. 
Two mail cars were loaded with 
messages and postal miscellany, some 
of which was to be in San Francisco, 
8,000 miles away, within 95 hours. 
J he New York Central had the honor 
of beginning the phenomenal mail car­ 
rying trip across the continent 
The 
train was due in Buffalo, 416 miles 
away, at 8:IO the next morning. Usual- ! 
ly this is as nothing to the New York 
Central. 
But snow had fallen and the 
train was delayed by blocked traffic. It 
was half an hour late at Albany. Time 
was steadily gained all the way from 
there to Buffalo, which was reached, 
however, ten minutes late. 
The new schedule put on by the New 
York Central reduced the running time 
by an hour and 15 minutes, which is I 
its contribution to the sea to sea mail 
record. 
“ Our mail train ,” said Bu peri ii tr id ­ 
ent Edgar Van Etten of the New York 
Central the other day, “ will leave every 
night at 9:15 and will make Buffalo at 
8:10 the next morning. 
This is easy 
for us. 
You know our Empire State 
express every day makes 53 miles an 
hour, including stops, aud we think 
nothing of it. 
The new schedule is not 
the slightest strain upon us. ” 
A crowd of railroad officials cheered 
in tho noisy Buffalo dejxit when, at 
8:24 a. in., the fast mail train swung 
■ out on the tracks of the Lakeshore anil 
i Michigan railroad. Two more mail cars 
had been attached to the train, which 
I now comprised four cars. 
Engine No. 
116. a magnificent modern piece of ma­ 
chinery. was quickly in motion. 
Five 
hundred and thirty-nine miles to the 
westward was the city of C hicago, anti 
there three other great engines stood 
with banked fires aud shining sides, 
awaiting the arrival of their fleet cot 
league 
From Buffalo to Cleveland the time 
made was the fastest on record. 
The 
213 mi lee was made in 8 hours aud 13 
minutes. 
It is 97 miles from Cleveland 
to Erie. The distance was covered in 93 
minutes 
Through western Ohio the 
fast mail sped. and when the plains of 
Indiana were reached the engineer said I 
he was on “ Easy street. “ As he neared 
Chicago ho was on strict schedule and 
leaning back lazily as he watched the 
fireman a t his backbreaking labor. He 
wiw clipping off the schedule rate of 42 
miles an hour and was happy 
At 8 :28 
p rn., central time, two minutes ahead 
of time, the mail train rolled into the 
Yan Buren street station. 
At Chicago the race against time be­ 
came a competition. 
Three great rail­ 
roads had determined to strive for the 
honor and the money of carrying the 
mail during tho year to and from Chi­ 
cago aud Omaha. 
These railroads were the Chicago. 
Burlington and Quincy, the Chicago 


and Northwestern and the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul. 
Each com­ 
pany had selected its most powerful, 
newest and fastest engine. 
Each had 
provided its best rolling stock. 
Each 
had gathered crews, the boldest and 
coolest The race had been talked of for 
weeks, from president down to the man 
that threw black grease into the journal 
boxes. 
Bets were made 
and where 
there were no bets there was heated ar­ 
gument. 
Several hundred men waited Monday 
night. Jan. 2, for the arrival of the 
Lakeshore train, due at 8 :30. When it 
arrived two minutes before that time. 
a score of tracks were waiting. W ithin 
ten second* mail sacks were flying out 
of the car doors as if shot out by an ex­ 
plosion. 
One minute after the arrival 
of the train the first wagon whirled to­ 
ward the Union depot, where the Bur­ 
lington fast mail train stood waiting. ; 
At the head of it was engine No. 590, 
in charge of Engineer Frank Bullard. 
W ithin half an hour all the mail con­ 
signed to his train had been put aboard 
He was scheduled to leave at 9 ’JBO p 
rn., central time. 
He had been tipped, 
however, to go sooner. At 9 :24 he pull­ 
ed the throttle, smiled grimly at the 
yelling crowd, and before the last car 
had left the yard had his train under a 
BO mile an hour headway. 
The train of the Chicago, Milwaukee 
and St. Paul did not leave until IO 
o’clock. 
The train sped to its destina­ 
tion and arrived in St. Paul at 7 :55 
o’clock the next morning on schedule 
time. There its mail was transferred to 
the Northern Pacific fast mail, which 
left for Seattle at 9 o’clock. 
But the 
race was chiefly between the Burling­ 
ton aud the Chicago and Northwestern, 
and the trains of these two railroads 
furnished a royal race through the 
night.

The hanging gardens of the bride­ 
well in Chicago. may yet find a niche 
in the everlasting temple of fame. The 
gaunt, red. lusterless walls will be made 
to look like a glimpse of the bulwarks 
of ancient Babylon, with roses and peo­ 
nies and daffodils and creeping vines of 
smilax and arbutus and ivy. And daisies 
and buttercups will peep out of the 
massy sweeps of greenery 
Morning 
glories and sweet anemone will lend 
their radiance to the beauty of the bow­ 
ers. This much is certain, the hanging 
gardens of Babylon will not be the only 
ones in the picture books of the future. 
This scheme to glorify the walls of 
the city prison is as big in undertaking 
as it is surprising in conception, but it 
is iio passing dream of an aesthetic su­ 
perintendent in charge of the prison and 
the walls. It has not only been thought 
out. but it has been planned in detail 
and the plans laid down on paper and 
the cost in time and labor and flower 
seeds figured out. and as soon as the 
frost gets out of the ground next spring 
the walls of the bridewell will begin to 
blossom. 
The work will be done under the im ­ 
mediate supervision of Louis Ostendorp, 
and when folks recall that it wras Louis 
Ostendorp who planned aud made the 
wooded island, with its rose gardens 
and bowers of beauty, at the W orld’s 
fair they do not call the scheme vision­ 
ary. 
The walls on which the gardens 
will be hung are about 30 feet high and 
inclose the prison yards.

The “ policing” of our new posses­ 
sions is a m atter that the government 
is aware must be arranged without de­ 
lay. 
Much apprehension has been felt 
among those high in authority in gov­ 
ernment circles lest some 
outbreak 
among the miscellaneous population of 
fanatics, religious and otherwise, should 
take place. 
It would be a serious m at­ 
ter if the first efforts of Uncle Sam tc 
govern dependencies outside of the home 
territory should be marred by a series 
of Jack the Ripper tragedies or a slaugh­ 
ter of the innocents by some bloody 
minded sect in the far Philippine®. 
The government’s attention has been 
called to the bands of fiends known as 
the Juram entados in the Philippines. 
There will be no safety in the islands of 
the orient that are to be brought to a 
higher level of civilization until these 
fanatics are stamped out. That much is 
realized in Washington. 
How best to 
begin to do it is the problem, for the 
Juramentados are as secret in their 
movements as nihilists, as sadden ani 
terrible iii their murderous onslaughts 
as the dreaded thugs of India, and as to 
be killed after having killed is the height 
of their ambition it is impossible to cow 
them by threats of death or by execu 
lions. 
The Spaniards have had reason to 
dread the Juram entados 
Countless 
graves in the Philippines are occupiet 
by the victims of the knives of these 
terrible assassins. They originated, like 
many another evil in those islands, 
through the cruelty of the Spaniards 
Being unable to drive from the Philip 
pines the Spanish slave drivers, certain 
of the natives, who were smarting un­ 
der the wrongs inflicted on them by the 
invaders, bound themselves into a soci­ 
ety whose oath compelled them to kill 
Christians and to kill as many as the 
knife could reach. 
The sect is thoroughly organized. 
They have their priests, known as pan 
ditas, and they are regularly drilled 
and trained to murder when the oppor 
tunity comes. 
In order that they may 
be active murderers, able to overcome 
the opposition of any one who resists 
their attack, they are made to exerciser 
to fight with blunted weapons, to mn, 
jump, climb, swim and dive, and, in 
fact, to go through all the gymnastic 
training that will fit them for the work 
of slaying swiftly and. if possible, es­ 
caping before a line and cry is raised. 
After a course of training, a member 
of the sect graduates as tit for the work 
of murder. He is then informed by the 
priests that the way to paradise lies for 
him through the blood of the white 
men. 
His imagination is worked upon 
until he is in a state bordering on fren­ 
zy. and then he is told to throw off all 
his clothes except the breechcloth, a 
long knife is thrust into his hand, and 
he is sent forth to murder. 
Better for the people in that vicinity 
that the fiercest of tigers or the most 
merciless of wild boasts were on their 
track than this fiend. 
His course has 
been mapped out for him before he 
leaves the priest. W ith a deadly creese 
concealed beneath tho folds of his 
breechcloth, he steals into camp in the 
dead of night, crawls silently under Hie 
flap of the tent and drives his weapon 
home before the victim can otter a 
Bound. From tent to tent he goes, leav­ 
ing the awful trail of blood bidi iud him, 
until a slip of the knife or a false step 
enables the victim to cry oat or in 
Aome way warn the camp. 
Then the 
murderer’s frenzy reaches its height 
Casting off all 
attem pt to hide, he 
rushes into the thickest of the avengers, 
Blabbing right and left 
Sometimes, st) 
great is the dread entertained for these 
fanatics, it is possible for him to open 
lane through the living and escape, 
to continue his murderous work. 
Of­ 
tener. a well directed bullet lays him 
low. and he dies with the fall expecta­ 
tion of reaching heaven by the most di­ 
rect route. 
It is a seism to try and capture the 
man No one attem pts this in the Phil­ 
ippines. It would surely add to the vic­ 
tims. for a man who is determined to 
die and wants only the opportunity to 
kill tis many men us jKjssible before he 
is himself killed is not the man to con , 
sent calmly to be taken. 
On Corpus 
Christi day. in 1880. at Cotto Halo, 
j 
four Juramentados sprung from a shed I 
into a crowd of Christians who were I 
watching the procession, and before 
‘I y were killed by the soldiers a-'us- 
sinated or wounded over 30 persons 
At Jolo. in 1876. one of these fanatics. 
armed with a creese and a javelin, a t­ 
tacked a company of soldiers as t h e y 
marched from the beach to the garri 
ion, killing two. fatally wounding three 
and seriously wounding four of the 
force. 
At the same place a few weeks 
afterward a similar sudden attsiek was 
made by three Juramentados. who kill­ 
ed 5 and wounded 16 before they could 
be bayonet**! by the troops.—W ashing­ 
ton Po«t

CAN M O N K E Y S S P E A K ? 


N e w E x p e r i m e n t o f t h e U n i v e r s i t y o f 
F e n n a y I v a n lit. 
A ccording to Professor 
Edw in G. 
Conklin, who has been instrum ental in 
establishing an anim al experim ent eta 
tion for the U niversity of Pennsylvania, 
there is no apparent reason w hy m on­ 
keys should not be induced to talk in 
some civilized language; just w hich one 
is not decided. 
It would be out of the 
question to have a dog speak, for his 
vocal organs are not of the proper shape 
to m ake speech; yet it bas improved 
wonderfully on its savage ancestor. The 
monkey, on the other hand, has never 
brought forth successive generations in 
captivity, yet it has its hum an vocal 
organs ready made. 
The question re­ 
m ains then, W hat w ould be the u lti­ 
m ate effect of environm ent? 
W ould it 
speak finally? 
W ithout being too Gar- 
neresque, it is the opinion of m any 
scientists that it would. 
All this comes under the head of com 
parative psychology, and by m eans of 
it Professor Conklin and his confreres 
hope to trace to their origin the m auy 
curious habits w hich domestic anim als 
still retain. W hy, for instance, does the 
dog turn round in a circle when abont 
to lie down to sleep? It is said to be a 
re m n a n t of the days when he slept wild 
in leaves and tall grass. 
Perhaps it is, 
hut there may be another reason behind 
it. 
W hy do pointers point naturally? 
W hy is the poodle more capable of dog 
tricks than the Spitz dog, and so on? 
T h is and m any other unexplainable ac­ 
tions of domestic anim als we may soon 
know all about. 
We m ay know w hy it 
is th a t there is a penalty of nonproduc­ 
tion hanging over the heads of hybrids; 
w hy the young anim als of two dif 
ferent species do not, like the mule, 
produce young ; w hy m any w ild anim als 
refuse to breed iii captivity.

Then, if liberated, 
tbe£ w ill, like chickens, come home to 
roost aud bring other bats w ith them. 
T he economy of the bat investigation 
becomes apparent when it is stated on 
a u th o rity th a t they kill more m osqui­ 
toes than any other anim al, bird or 
beast.— P hilad elp h ia Times.

More coffee and less tea, or a substi­ 
tution of coffee for tea, seems to be the 
rule with the American people just 
now. The figures of the treasury bureau 
of statistics show that the coffee im ­ 
portation of the past year has been the 
heaviest in the history of the country 
and the tea importation the lightest in 
many years. 
The importation of coffee 
in the calendar year 1897 was over 800,- 
000,000 pounds, and the 1898 figures 
will be about the same as those of 1897 
In no earlier year w ere the importations 
ever as much as 700,000,000 pounds 
This is a larger am ount of coffee for 
each individual than was ever before 
consumed iii the country, the per capita 
consumption being about 11 pounds an­ 
nually, while no earlier year showed a 
per capita consumption of as much as 
ten pounds. 
Reduced to tons, the total for the 
year 1898 would be 400,000 tons, re­ 
quiring for its transportation 27,000 
cars, which, if grouped in a single 
train, would nearly reach from New 
York to Baltimore. 
The U nited States 
is by far the largest coffee consuming 
country in the world, our own con­ 
sumption being nearly double that of 
all Europe, and practically half of the 
coffee produced in the world.

The meeting was in the in­ 
terest of the American board of foreign 
missions.

Angel I described the 
work of American missionaries there, 
particularly what they had done and 
were doing toward the education of the 
lurks. 
He told how the massacres of 
1893-4 came about. 
The general belief 
here has been thut Turkey was very in­ 
tolerant toward any religion save the 
Mohammedan. Mr. Angel! said that the 
reverse was the fact. 
He said that in 
Turkey the various religious organiza­ 
tions practically had all of the freedom 
in religious mutters they could ask for, 
and in addition they had a measure of 
civil government 
that denominations 
have nowhere else. 
Au Armenian who dies leaves a will 
That will doesn’t go to any probate 
court of the empire, but to the patriarchs 
of the church, aud they administer the 
estate. In various other matters of civil 
government also the beads of these ec­ 
clesiastical organizations have extensive 
powers. One of the results of this was, 
Mr. Angel I said, that the population 
was divided into many societies. 
Each 
society kept more or less to itself, and 
because of this there were naturally a 
good deal of friction and a want of 
unity. 
Of the Armenians, he said that for 
IOO years they had been in subjugation, 
and they had acquired the characteris­ 
tics of a servile people. 
They had been 
oppressed to au extraordinary degree by 
the mountain Turks or Kurds, who 
would swoop down on their villages aud 
carry away their property aud often 
their wives and daughters. 
That was 
one complaint the Armenians had, but 
there was another quite as serious. 
In 
Turkey no one is allowed to be a sol­ 
dier unless he is a Mohammedan. 
A 
Greek or an Armenian is not permitted 
to serve in the army nor to have any 
firearms in his possession. 
While the 
Armenians couldn’t be soldiers, Mr. 
Angell said, they developed a tremen­ 
dous natural gift for mechanical and 
mercantile pursuits. 
The natural consequence of the Ar 
meniaus devoting all their talents to 
business was that many of them grew 
rich. 
They held mortgages on 
land 
owned by the Turks, and because 
they grew rich the Turks

young men saw only in anarchy their 
deliverance from the oppression of the 
Kurds. Just previous to the massacre in 
Constantinople about 20 of these youug 
men came to Constantinople imbued 
with the idea that they would relieve 
their countrymen by blowing up build­ 
ings and killing people. They did blow 
up the foreign office and otbt r buildings. 
The Ottoman government then Jet it 
be understood, Mr. Angell said, that 
those who cared to could slay Arme- 
niaus aud escape punishment, aud it 
came about the next day that the city 
was full of young l urks, each of whom 
curried a club. 
They went through the 
streets, and whenever they met an A r­ 
menian they beat him to death. 
This 
went on fur three days. 
Mr. Angell 
said there could be no denying this. As 
to the number of persons who were 
. killed in the city he said that conserva­ 
tive estimates placed it at from 5,OOO to 
6,000. 
His predecessor on one visit to 
the Armenian cemetery saw iii one night 
700 bodies brought in and piled up. 
What happened in Constantinople hap­ 
pened in other parts of the empire, and 
anywhere from 100,000 to 200,000 per­ 
sons were killed, all told, in some places 
the whole population being gathered in 
churches and burned. 
Mr. Angell said that after the mas 
sacre the Ottoman government charged 
that the American missionaries were 
teaching the natives revolution. 
The 
sultan called on the minister of foreign 
affairs and directed him to present the 
matter to the American minister. 
Mr. 
Angell said be knew that the charges 
were false. The specifications that were 
brought forth one ut a time to prove the 
charge, he said, he had investigated 
carefully, and he found that every com­ 
plaint originated, not with the Turks, 
but with some one of the rival ecclesi­ 
astical organizations.
